Resigns From 


Top SEATO Post 


BANGKOK (AP)—The Council of Representatives 
of the Southeast Asia Treaty Organization held a brief 
special session at SEATO headquarters Sunday to ac- 
cept the resignation of Pote Sarasin as SEATO Secre- 


tary General. 


Sarasin, who Saturday was 
named the new Thai Premier 
had been installed as SEATO 
Secretary General only last Sept. 
4. 


It took five months to name 
the first secretary and the Coun- 
cil of Representatives expressed 
the belief it would take a con- 
siderable time to name Sara- 
sin’s successor. 


Speculation that should Sara- 
sin remain in the Premier’s post 
only during an interim 90-day 
period prior to general elections, 
he may rejoin SEATO received 
no comment among SEATO 
council representatives. 

Deputy Secretary Gen. Wil- 
liam Worth of Australia will 
handle the office until a succes- 
sor is named. 

This will take time as eight 
nations must approve the choice. 


Good Friend of U.S. 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Secre- 
tary of State Dulles said Satur- 
day he believes the choice of 
Pote Sarasin as new Premier 
of Thailand augurs well for re- 
lations between the United 
States and that Asian country. 


Returning from the United 
Nations General Assembly meet- 
ing in New York, Dulles told 
newsmen, in response to a 
question, that Pote “is a very 
good friend of the U.S. and the 
U.S. is a very good friend of 
Thailand.” 


Meanwhile, other American 
officials said they were pleased 
by the selection of Sarasin to 
head the Thai Government. 


At the same time, however, 
they said they were sorry to see 
him step out as secretary gen- 
eral of the Southeast Asia 
Treaty Organization (SEATO). 


Sarasin is a former Thai 
ambassador to Washington. He 
is well liked here and is con- 
sidered a good friend of the 
United States.

Girard Trial 
To Resume 
Tomorrow 


SOMAGAHARA (Kyodo)— 
Field hearings of the Girard 
case which have been postpon- 
ed due to continual rain will 
open tomorrow for a three-day 
session at the Somagahara 
firing range, where U.S. Army 
Specialist 3.C. William Girard 
is alleged to have shot a Japa- 
nese woman _ shell-picker to 
death, 


Camp Weir, at the entrance 
of the 5.740-acre firing range, 
where Girard was stationed is 
now deserted after the with- 
drawal of the lst Cavalry Divi- 
sion in July, except for a hand- 
ful of soldiers busily engaged 
in preparations for the on-the- 
spot hearings. 


Near Monomizuka, where the 
shooting took place in January, 
U.S. military authorities have 
provided tents for the court, de- 
fense, prosecution and informa- 
tion media, and at the camp a 
couple of miles from the spot a 
communications base has been 
set up for the press. 


A strip of land close to the 
scene of the slaying has been 
cleared for the use of a heli- 
copter by which the defendant 


is expected to be flown in from 


Camp Drew where he is con- 
fined. 

Besides investigating the site 
where Mrs. Naka Sakai was 
killed, the court will hear the 
testimonies of eight of the nine 
prosecution witnesses during 
the three-day hearings at 5o- 
magahara. 


The first of the eight 
witnesses to appear will be 
Specialist 3.C. Victor M. Nickel, 
Girard’s army buddy, who 
will testify Tuesday. 


Nickel, the lone American 
appearing as a witness, earlier 
made statements allegedly dis- 
advantageous to Girard, As 
such, his testimony is expected 
to-be closely watched, 


Two Japanese, Hideharu Ono-

Syrians Give 
Big Welcome 
To Russian 
Warships 


DAMASCUS (AP)—Damascus 
newspapers reported Sunday a 
rousing welcome by Syrians for 
the Soviet cruiser and destroy- 
er visiting the port of Latakia. 

Adm. Kotov, deputy command- 
er in chief of Soviet Naval 
Forces, pledged Russia _ will 
“always be ready to help Syria 
defend her independence and 
sovereignty, and to resist every 
foreign intervention in_ this 
country.” 


Foreign correspondents and 
photographers in Damascus have 
so far been unable to get per- 
mission to visit Latakia for the 
Soviet units’ visit. 


The Syrian Army, meanwhile, 
has banned civilian automobiles 
from traveling along the Homs- 
Aleppo-Latakia highway after 
dark. 


Acting Defense Minister Kha- 
led El Azem heads an Official 
Syrian Government delegation 
leaving Monday for Latakia to 
visit the Soviet units. Azem has 
insisted this visit is not con- 
nected with any riposte to re- 
cent Mediterranean maneuvers 
of the U.S. 6th Fleet, insisting 
Syrian waters are open to any 
friends to visit. 


Prime Minister Sabri Assali 
told newsmen Syria welcomed 
the visit of the Russian ships 
because “they belong to a 
friendly nation who backs our 
just and right causes and with 
whom we have established 
economic and cultural relations 
of mutual interest.” 


West Accused 


NEW YORK (INS)—Syrian 

oreign Minister Salah El-Bitar 
charged Saturday that the West 
was guilty of aggressive acts in 
the Middle East but refused 
to comment on Russian moves 
in the tense area. 


Bitar also said that Ameri- 
can-Syrian relations have deter- 
iorated while the U.S. supports 
Israel “throughout.” 


The Foreign Minister leveled 
the charges on hig arrival at 
New York’s Idlewild airport 
with Syrian United Nations 
delegate Farid Zeineddine. 


Bitar will head his country’s 
delegation to the U.N. General 
Assembly’s 12th session Zei- 
neddine, former ambassador to 
the U.S. was expelled by 
Washington in mid-August in 
retaliation for the ouster of 
three American diplomatic offi- 
cials from Damascys.

Bevan F inds 
Khrushchev 
‘Relaxed’ 


LONDON (AP)—British Lab- 
orite leader Aneurin Bevan said 
Sunday he found Nikita Khrush- 
chev in a “relaxed mood” when 
he talked with the Soviet Com- 
munist Party chief in the Crimea 
five days ago. 

There have been reports in 
Western capitals that Khrush- 
chev is facing difficulties on the 
home front in Russia and his 
position is far from secure. 
But Bevan gave no indication 
of this in his report appearing 
in the Sunday newspaper News 
of the World. 

“Our host was in a relaxed 
mood,” wrote Bevan, “very dif- 
ferent from the strained and ob- 
viously fatigued condition he 
was in when I saw him in Lon- 
don last year.” 

Bevan, who exchanged some 
heated words with Khrushchev 
when the Soviet leader was in 
Britain a year ago, safd THe talk 
this time was “frank and friend- 
ae 
The British socialist was im- 
pressed by Khrushchev and 
wrote: 

“Like most of the other Rus- 
sian leaders, he is exceedingly 
well informed about affairs in 
other countries. But, unfortun- 
ately, and this is a common fail- 
ing, he is inclined to over sim- 
plification.” 

Bevan said that he came away 
from the Soviet Union feeling 
“the Russian desire for peace is 
as genuine as our own.” 

“No doubt,” he wrote, “it 
will be reported that the Rus- 
sians are ready to be peaceful 
so long as they get their own 
way. But the same can be said 
about the rest of us.” 

Bevan said he told Khrush- 
chev that no good could come 
from the supply of Russian 
arms to the Middle East. 
“Khrushchev, retorted at once 
and with perfect justification,” 
wrote Bevan, that Russia had al- 
ready offered to stop this prac- 
tice if the Western powers 
would agree to do the same. 

“He asked pointedly how it 
came about that the United 
States and Great Britain could 
go on supplying arms to coun- 
tries of their choice and yet call 
it provocation when Russia fol- 
lowed suit.” 


Radioactivity Boost 
Noted Due to A-Tests 


STUTTGART (Kyodo-UP) — 
There has been an uncontrol- 
lable boost in radioactivity 
throughout the world because 
of current atom bomb tests, 
scientists at the third Interna- 
tional Nutrition Congress said 
Saturday. 

Increased amounts of radio- 
activity in plant life have been 
detected and it follows that a 
greater human intake of radio 
active material is inevitable, the 
scientists said. 

Freiburg scientist Dr. Walter 
Herbst told delegates from 30 
countries that there is no one 
left in the world who has not 
collected radioactive material.

Although Congress did not 
consider an appropriation for 
the fund Kishi had in mind, it 
sharply trimmed the _ Eisen- 
hower Administration’s request 
for a 3-year, 2 billion dollar 
fund for economic development 
in underdeveloped countries. 
The fund was cut to 300 million 
dollars for use until expended. 


There has never been any 
consideration here of the Uni- 
ted States abandoning its own 
bilateral economic aid programs.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
(AP)—S-viet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko, in a memor- 
andum published by the U.N. 
Saturday, charged the Western 
powers were trying to domin- 
ate Middle Eastern countries 
“by military means.” 

The memorandum explained 
his formal request that the 
General Assembly put an item 
on its agenda dealing with 
peaceful coexistence and call 
on all governments to be guid- 
ed by that principle in their 
international relations. 


He wrce‘e in the memoran- 
dum that the Western powers 
were intensifying the threat of 
war by a policy of “negotia- 
tion from strength” and “sys- 
tematic attempts ... to impose 
their will on the people of sev- 
eral countries in Africa and the 
Near East by military means.” 

In another published memo- 
randum, Gromyko pushed the 
Soviet plan for two-to-three-year 
suspension of nuclear tests by 
agreement among Britain, the 
Soviet Union and the United 
States. That memorandum ex- 
plained his formal request that 
the Assembly put this matter 
also on its agenda and call on 
those three Governments to 
agree on such suspension ob- 
served by an international com- 
mission at on-the-spot check- 
points. 


Expected to Be Weak

The General Council of Japan 
Trade Unions (Sohyo), Japan’s 
most powerful labor organiza- 
tion, has set its autumn labor 
offensive for mid-October, but 
the Government and ruling 
Liberal-Democratic Party lead- 
ers believe it will be the weak- 
est labor offensive in recent 
years. | 

The offensive, to be partici- 
pated in by 39 Government and 
private industry workers un- 
ions under Sohyo’s command, 
will have four major objectives: 
(1) to protest the Government's 
disciplinary action against the 
leaders of the spring offensive 
and (2) to press for revision 
of the Government and Public 
Workers Law and restoration 
of the right to strike; (3) wage 
increase and (4) payment of 
year-end allowance. 

The Government, however, is 
taking an optimistic view of 
the proposed labor offensive. 

For one thing, the Sohyo it- 
self has decided at its general 
convention in August to con- 
centrate the offensive on protec- 
tion of labor’s rights and to 
avoid radical tactics. 

The Sohyo’s main current fac- 


tion has + reaiized 
that it would be folly to 
paralvze key industries and 


provoke public indignation as 
they did in the spring rail walk- 
outs. 


| The Sohyo is now faced with 


the need to switch its tactics | 
and place its emphasis on eco- 
nomic struggles. The autumn 
offensive, therefore, would most 
likely be a conservative one 
directed at its own reorganiza- 
tion and economic gains rather 
than at the Government and 
capitalists. 


The Socialist Party is calling 
for ah autumn offensive that 
would serve as a_ political 
weapon for overthrowing the 
Kishi Cabinet. However, the 
rightist elements in the party 
and the Japan Trade Union 
Congress (Zenro Kaigi), which 
is opposed to the Sohyo, are 
taking the stand that to ride on 
the wagon of the autumn labor 
offensive would only make the 
Socialists lose their initiative 
and make them flag-wavers of 
the Sohyo. 


The autumn labor offensive 
will be centered around the de- 
mands of the steel, shipbuilding 
and transportation workers for 
more pay and the demands of 
the National Railway, Govern- 
ment and public workers for a 
new wage scale and a halt to 
“unwarranted. suppression.”

NEW YORK (Kyodo)— 
A draft resolution by Japa- 
nese Foreign Minister Fu- 
jiyama calling for the sus- 
pension of nuclear bomb 
tests is slated to be pre- 
sented to the current 12th 
U.N. General Assembly 
here Monday, by the Japa- 


nese delegation. 


The original plan which Fuji- 
vama brought here from Tokyo 
has been amended somewhat. 
Stressing the need of stopping 
nuclear bomb experiments in its 
preamble, the resolution, it is 
believed, will call for: 

1. Suspension of nuclear 
bomb tests when atom-powered 
nations reach a general agree- 
ment on the establishment of a 
U.N. organization concerning it. 

2. Suspension of such bomb 
tests until the 13th General As- 
sembly of the U.N, 

3. Efforts by the U.N. Disar- 
mament Subcommittee for con- 
clusion of a general disarma- 
ment agreement, including the 
ban on the manufacture of 
nuclear bombs, during this 
period. 

Fujiyama told Japanese news- 
men in New York Saturday 
that Japan would present its 
draft resolution independently 
but said it would introduce it 
jointly with any other nation, 
if such a proposal was made. 

Fujiyama made it clear, how- 
ever, he could not support all 
of the Soviet proposals made by 
Russian delegate Gromyko Fri- 
day. 

The Japanese Foreign Minis- 
ter hinted that, if Japan’s_ re- 
solution failed to be adopted, it 
might support a similar plan, 
irrespective of whether it was 
introduced by a Western Eu- 
ropean country or any other 
nation. 

The Japanese draft resolution 
is slated to be discussed and 
put to a vote together with the 
Russian plan, a disarmament 
plan to be submitted jointly by 
the United States, Britain, Ca- 
nada and France and a similar 
resolution which is said being 
prepared by Norway and other 
countries, when the» Assembly 
takes up the disarmament is- 
sue next month, 


Meeting Dulles 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo)— 
Foreign Minister Fujiyama, hav- 
ing wound up his schedule at 
the United Nations, is schedul- 
ed to arrive in Washington 
Sunday (EST) to confer with 
U.S. Government leaders in- 
cluding Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles for three days 
from Monday. 

Fujiyama is scheduled to hold 
a two-hour meeting with Dulles 
at 3 p.m. Monday (4 a.m. Tues- 
day JST).

Another study, this time by 

a group of Japanese specialists, 
is still going on in connection 
with the mechanization pro- 
gram of the village and the re- 
sults of this study are expected 
to be made public later. 
Dr. Robert B. Hall, who was 
responsible for the Michigan 
University survey as the former 
director of the Center of Japa- 
nese Studies, said “the studies 
were conducted from every con- 
ceivable angle.” Dr. Hall is 
now aiding the Japanese study 
group as Japan Representative 
of the Asia Foundation in San 
Francisco. 

He said the village—Niike—is 
probably the most closely 
studied village in the world. 
He explained that geographers, 
political scientists, sociologists 
historians, economists anthro- 
pologists and other researchers 
participated in the on-the-spot 
study through the field research 
institute, which was established 
by the Michigan University’s 
Center of Japanese Studies in 
1947. 

Niike was chosen at random 
out of a full list of rice-growing 
villages in the region. It is 
located in the interior of the 
land and not connected with 
other villages. It was fortunate 
for the researchers that the vil- 
lage was not too far away from 
Okayama, a big city in Western 
Japan and the villagers turned 
out to-be highly cooperative. 

The village is not necessarily 
typical or representative, but

Mechanization of Farm Village 
Here Studied by Michigan Univ. 


By KAZUO KURODA 


Japanese ‘rice-cultivating rural 
society. To ascertain the typic- 
ality of Niike, quick studies of 
22 similar villages along the 
coasts of the Inland Sea were 
made later. 


The entire study of the village 
by the University of Michigan, 
which was financed by Carnegie 
grants, will be published by 
next summer under the title 
“Village Japan, a study based on 
Niike.” 


After the completion of the 
Michigan University _ studies, 
Dr. Hall was appointed Japan 
Representative of the Asia 
Foundation in 1955. In the fol- 
lowing year and on the request 
by the villagers, he decided to 
supply agricultural machinery 
purchased by the foundation to 
Niike, and to survey the effect 
of mechanization. Niike, this 
time, was the logical choice, be- 
cause it is the only village in 
Japan which was thoroughly 
investigated beforehand. 


Dr. Hall hopes that machi- 
nery will improve the rural 
life in Asia and enable the 
peasants to develop higher cul- 
tural life. He wanted to ascer- 
tain what effects the introduc- 
tion of machinery will have 
upon a farming village. 

He secured the cooperation 
of Dr. Hiroshi Nasu, Tadaatsu 
Ishiguro, both well-known 
agricultural experts, Gov. Yuki- 
haru Miki of Okayama and Dr. 
Suehiko Ikata of Okayama 
Agricultural Experimental Sta- 
tion. The actual research is 
now being conducted by two 
research committees in Tokyo 
and Okayama, headed respec- 
tively by Yuzuru Okada, pro- 
fessor of sociology at Tokyo 
University of Education and by 
Sumio Taniguchi, professor of 
history at Okayama University.

|‘Stop-Go’ Lighting 


Lures Fish Into Net 


How ush are led “up the 
(lighted) garden path” into a 
net is described by Dr. Tada- 
yoshi Sasaki, professor of To- 
kyo University of Fisheries 
and Chief Research Fellow of 
the Scientific Research Insti- 
tute, in a paper to be present- 
ed to the International Fishing 
Gear Congress at Hamburg, 
Germany, to be held from Oct. 
7-12, 

The Congress, which is being 
convened by the Food and 
Agriculture Organization (FAO) 
in Rome, will be attended by 
several hundred delegates from 
all parts of the world. More 
than 100 papers will be pre- 
sented. 


In his paper, Dr. Sasaki 
describes interesting experi- 
ments with gear equipped with 
a “stop-go” lamp system. His 
tests proved that fish can be at- 
tracted by directed beams of 
light into set-nets. The catches 
made by this method were 
double those made by unlighted 
nets. 


By the new method, the fish 
are guided into the bag by 
switching on and off a succes- 
sion of lamps. When the first 
light is switched off, the second 
light is switched on. This ac- 
tion is repeated with all sub- 
sequent lamps. The fish swim to 
each lamp as it lights up and 
so are led along a lighted high- 
way to their doom in the heart 
of the trap. The lamps can be 
controlled from a boat and the 
operation can be repeated sever- 
al times in a night.

Scientist Succeeds 
In X-Raying Cesium 


MAEBASHI (Kyodo)—An X- 
ray photo of rice grains experi- 
mentally immersed in a solu- 
tion of cesium 137 was taken 
by a scientist at Gumma Uni- 
versity vesterday. 


Noboru Yamagata, 937, suc- 
ceeded in the radiographic at- 
tempt to film the radioactive 
rays of cesium 137 as part of 
the study of contaminated rice 
grains. 

He immersed a bundle of full- 
grown rice stalks in a solution 
of 2 milli-curie of cesium 137. 

After an hour’s immersion, he 
took out the stalks and wrapped 
the rice grains in an X-ray film 
and kept them in a darkened 
room for 18 hours. A clear im- 
age of the radioactive grains 
was obtained in the experiment.

Put another council member, 
Rosalind Wyman, chairman of 
the recreation and park com- 
mittee, said every detail of the 
proposed contract between the 
Dodgers and the city will be air- 
ed at a public hearing. 


It will be her committee that 
brings the contract before the 
council when it is ready for 
final approval. 

One issue that is coming more 
and more into the open is that 
the city intends to give 
O’Malley 50 per cent of the 
mineral rights when it sells him 
the Chavez Ravine site for his 
projected big, new ball park. 

It is contended by some that 
there is a $100,000,000 pool of 
oil under the ground. Others 
say there isn’t a drop.

MANILA (AP) —Japanese im- 
porters and Filipino exporters 
of Philippine logs to Japan have 
protested a Central Bank of the 
Philippines ruling that logs 
shipped to Japan must be re- 
measured on their arrival.

“an unfavorable refiection on 
the reliability of our own Bu- 
reau of Forestry officials spe- 
cifically in charge of such func- 
tions.” 

De Las Alas said the regulation 
“implies in effect a mistrust of 
our Government agencies under- 
taking the measurement and 
scaling of our logs before ship- 
ments are allowed.” 

Mariano Corpus, Central Bank 
export department head, defend- 
ed the bank’s action saying 
remeasurement was not a new 
institution but an “already 
established practice in Japan.’ 

Corpus said there were 
“dishonest” practices in the 
strading of logs and lumber and 
that they should be, corrected 
immediately.

At the conclusion of the 
SAS regional sales meeting held 
at the Imperial Hotel in Tokyo 
Sept. 19—21, Robert O’Skea, 
regional sales manager for the 
Far East said Saturday it was 
unanimously concluded by the 
delegates from the 12 Asia 
districts attending the confer- 
ence that they were now on 
the threshold of a tremendous 
upsurge in traffic between Asia 
and Europe.

}a strong tendency for. investors 
to hedge against inflation by 
purchasing gilt-edged stocks, the 
general weakness now visible 
in non-dollar currencies will 
‘lead not to devaluation or dual 
rates as many speculators hope 
but rather to further tighten- 
ing of the credit market. 


During the week both Nikko 
and Yamaichi will set up their

There is reason to believe 
that they have already purchas- 
ed at least half of the stocks 
which they intend to place into 
the mutual trust pool. However, 
the fact that the newly created 
open-end investment trust has 
extensive funds at its disposal 
should help to brace up the 
market at a time when money 
is still tight. 

With more than a score of 
items having already renewed 
the year’s high, buying atten- 
tion was shifted last week from 
the expensive gilt-edges to the 
low priced industrials which are 
expected to keep up their good 
earning record through the next 
semiannual period, 

Agrarian Demand 

A large percentage of the pur- 

chases is being earmarked for 


future agrarian demand when 
the rice payments enrich the 
farmers’ pocketbook, However, 
price gains with a few excep 


tions were confined to a few yen. 

Market analysts at the week- 
end opined that even after stocks 
go ex-dividend a temporary lull 
will pervade over the market. 
This situation is expected to con- 
tinue until late October when 
investors will be able to get a 
better picture of the probable 
earning statements of the major 
corporations, 

Even such stellar performers 
as Toyo Spinning have not been 
able to escape a drop in sales 
during the months of July and 
August and although these firms 
should be able to maintain cur- 
rent dividends for  scveral 
periods to come because of pre- 
vious accumulation, it is a fact 
that these reports have brought 
on an extra precautionary mood 
among potential investors.

To maintain order in the 
linér services from the Atlan- 
tic. and Gulf coasts of North 
Am. -ica to Japan, the represen- 
tatives of the nine Japanese 
companies operating dry cargo- 
liners between Japan and 
North America last week 
agreed that if any of the nine 
companies desired to increase 
the number of sailings from 
the Atlan .c and‘or Gulf coast 
of North America to Japan, it 
would have to obtain the prior 
consent of the other eight lines; 
and if any Japanese company 
other than the aforementioned 
nine firms desired to operate a 
ship or ships on the route con- 
cerned, it would require their 
prior consent. This agreement 
was re. rted by the represen- 
tatives of the nine companies 
to Chief Yuji Sawa of the over- 
seas trade section, Transporta- 
tion Ministry. 


Transportation Minister Naka- 
mura has given written assur- 
ances to the Kuwait Oil Tanker 
Co., upon the latter’s request, in 
connection with the fulfilment 
by the Sasebo Ship Industry Co. 
of a contract signed last Thurs- 
day with the company for con- 
struction of a 46,000-DWT tan- 
ker. This is the first case where 
the Japanese Transportation 
Minister has assured any foreign 
company, in writing, of the ful- 
filment of a shipbuilding con- 
tract .by the Japanese _ ship- 
builder concerned. In the 
opinion of the Ministry’s Ship 
Bureau, the Minister’s assur- 
ance is “an exceptional action 
taken with respect to an excep- 
tional shipbuilding contract.” 
Under the contract signed last 
Thursday, the Sasebo Shjp In- 
dustry Co. is to be paid the full 
price of the tanker—£3,121,429 
—by the orderer within about 
two weeks following the signa- 
ture of the contract. This un- 
usual request for an early pay- 
ment has been made as the or- 
derer hoped to pay the ship's 
price in pounds sterling and the 
value of the British currency 
was deemed somewhat weak in 
relation to other currencies. The 
Sasebo Ship Industry Co. is 
negotiating with the Kuwait Oil 
Tanker Co., for construction of 
another 46,000-DWT tanker on 
condition that the ship's entire 
price is paid within about two 
weeks after the contract is 
signed. The Kuwait company 
wilt decide the matter following 
the return of A. Alsagar, its 
vice president, from Japan.

The 
offered rate of $40.50 is the 
same as sought by the Japan 
Timber Exporters Assn. and is 
the rate which was in effect 
from May 1 until June 30 of 
this year. On July 1 of this 
year, the freight conference 
raised the freight rate to $45 
per MBM. The lumber shippers 
immediately protested against 
the increase, on the ground that 
such increase would make it ex- 
tremely difficult to export 
lumber to North America, and 
asked that the freight rate be 
pegged at the May l1-June 30 
level. The shippers repeated 
such requests, only for it to be 
rejected. As a inal resort, the 
shippers chartered part of the 
space of a cargo tramp from 
Nitto Shosen, a non-member of 
the freight conference, for 
haulage of about 3,200 metric 
tons of lumber plus some amount 
of plywood. In the face of such 
an unusual situation, the freight 
conference made a major con- 
cession. The lumber shippers 
have canceled the charter con- 
tract with Nitto Shosen with 
the latter’s consent to get their 
lumber cargo hauled in ships 
of conference members.

Israel Import Ban

goods from Europe or America 
bearing a trade mark like the 
six-pointed Israeli star, to avoid 
possible confusion with Israeli 
goods.

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The Middle East 


In his major policy speech before the United Nations 
General Assembly last Thursday, U.S. Secretary of State 
Dulles, after dealing at some length with disarmament 
issues, turned to the situation in the Middle East where, 
he declared, Russia’s rulers had long sought domination. 

The history of Moscow’s aggressive program was cut- 
lined by Mr. Dulles in a masterly fashion, and there could 
be no doubt in the minds of his unprejudiced hearers that 
this program is being carried forward in a very active 


manner at the present day. 


Mr. Dulles likewise put his 


finger on the method adopted to bring this program to 
fruition, which is nothing more nor less than inciting 
nationalism to break all ties with the Western nations 
and thus create so total a dependence on the Soviet Union 
that it can. exercise full control. 

Turkey- now faces a growing military danger from the 
major build-up of Soviet arms in Syria on her southern 
border, a menace which concerts with the Russian mili- 
tary power on the northern frontier. As Mr. Dulles em- 
phasized, Moscow even went so far as to intimidate Turkey 
a few days ago on account of the internal disposition of 


her security forces. 


For many decades, the Russians have believed Tur- 
key, both as the Ottoman Empire and as a republic, to 
be a country on which it could practise its expansionist 
plans, and it is a matter of common knowledge that some 
millions of Turkish-speaking people are actually incorporat- 


ed in the Soviet Union today. 


The fact that since the establishment of the republic, 
the “New Turkey” has steadily resisted Moscow’s blandish- 
ments, and made as adequate preparations for self-defense 
as circumstances would permit, seems to have rankled 
in the minds of the Soviet leaders who have lost few op- 
portunities of offending the national sentiments of the 


Turks. 


While the Tsars longed to occupy Constantinople, 


the Red leaders undoubtedly would like to reduce Turkey 
to the status of an obedient satellite. 

Nevertheless, in its recent interference in the affairs of 
the Arab countries, it is pretty clear that Moscow is aim- 


ing at even higher game. 


The bolshevization of Syria is 


a preliminary step. Moscow undoubtedly hopes to secure 
such a commanding influence in the Arab world that it 
will be easy for it to gain a strang foothold in Africa, 
a continent from which Russia, under modern conditions, 
might draw raw materials not easily accessible to her 


in other parts of the world. 


Whether a Middle East debate in the United Nations 


can do much good is perhaps doubtful. 


Foreign Minister 


Fujiyama questions whether it can lead to a constructive 
solution of the problem. But the situation must be closely 
watched by all concerned and any positive breach of the 
United Nations Charter must be dealt with by the inter- 
national organization with promptitude. 


End of the Cold? 


There have been so many marvelous discoveries to 
combat death-dealing diseases in the past several years 
that the public has virtually become immune to surprise. 
But tell them a sure preventative has been found for the 
common cold and everybody will sit up and take note. 

A-claim preliminary to this has actually been made. 
From Johns Hopkins University in Baltimore, Dr. Winston 
H. Price reports exceptional success with a vaccine against

The cautious observer will be quick to point out that 
there are countless other viruses that cause all the snif- 
fling, sore throats and aches we lump under the common 
cold. Dr. Price says the virus he has licked is the culprit 
in just 30 per cent of the cases. 


But 30 per cent is indeed quite a lot. 


And if the 


vaccine lives up to its first tests, there’s every reason to 
expect this discovery to lead to an eventual victory over 
the whole field of cold viruses. 

Now when we stop to think of this—of life unburdened 
by the common cold—we must be truly impressed. Dr. 
Price’s breakthrough may be no less significant than the 


first splitting of the atom. 


Besides making life infinitely more pleasant, it promises 
‘to release a tremendous amount of human energy that is 
now being wasted. Count up the man-hours of work and 
recreation the average person loses to colds and you'll see 


what this means. 


Not to mention, of course, those losses that can be 
attributed to the too-easy excuse, “I’ve got a cold.” 

But there’s some time yet before this millennium will 
be at hand. The only hope in the meantime rests, as it 
always has, in our sensible adherence to the rules of rest 
and nourishment—plus the good manners of people to cover 


their coughs and sneezes.

Asahi Shimbun deplored an 
abnormal increase in the num- 
ber of youths hoping to enter 
universities. The paper said that 
most of them have no particu- 
lar purpose in entering univer- 
sities but only harbor a vague 
notion that they would be able 
to obtain employment and suc- 
ceed in life easily with univer- 
sity diplomas. The paper warn- 
ed them that society is making 
a constant march toward func- 
tionalism and that sooner or 
later there would be no room 
for people with just a liberal 
education. Only people with 
practical and technical training 
will be needed in a functional, 
subdivided society, the paper 
predicted. It is high time that 
Japanese society as a whole stop 
a too much emphasis 

lindiv on the university grad- 
uate, the paper said. 


Mainichi Shimbun regretted 
the Socialist refusal to partici- 
pate in the Constitution Delibe- 
ration Council. The paper said 
it could see no convincing rea- 
son for the refusal and urged 
the Socialists to present their 
views against revision of the 
Constitution on the council plat- 
form. .The paper said it would 
be advisable for the governing 
party to make new overtures to 
the. Socialists after a cooling-off 
period. The Socialist Party can 
enhance its prestige as a politi- 
cal party only.if it faithfully ob- 
serves a law approved by the 
Diet and makes its views wide- 
ly known to the public through 
discussions’ at the council, the 
paper warned. 


Yomiuri Shimbun presented 
two suggestions on the improve- 
ment of the athletic level of 
Japan.

The paper said if 
the Government gave assistance 
to top athletes in some way, 
good athletes would be able to 
keep in training longer than at 
present. 


Chugoku Shimbun = (Hiro- 
shima) welcomed the new Lib- 
eral-Democratic prograin made 
public last Tuesday in which the 
ruling party made plain its in- 
tention to study legislative stcps 
to stamp out corruption.

Shake-Up in Currencies 
Devalued Franc Raises Gissitlon of Readjusting Global Exchange Rates

The virtual devaluation by 20 
per cent of the French franc 
on Aug. 10 has led to a heated 
discussion of the question of 
readjusting exchange rates on a 
worldwide scale. 

However, it may be said that 
the situation calling for such a 


readjustment has been in 
existence for several years in 
the past. 


In the first place, it is already 
eight years since Britain car- 
ried out a 30.5 per cent devalua- 
tion of the pound in September 
1949, which was followed by a 
readjustment of currency values 
by 28 countries. In the mean- 
time, differentials have been 
widened considerably in the 
economies of various countries 
of the world. 

Shown below are percentages 
by which the currencies of 
various European countries 
have fallen as against their 
values in 1950, 

Degree of Fall 

The U.S. dollar fell by 16.7 
per cent, while the German 
mark (D.M.), the Belgian franc, 
an. the Swiss franc dipped 
comparatively in a_ smaller 
degree by 11.4, 11.6, and 11.7 
per cent, respectively, 

On the other hand, the Brit- 
ish pound, the French franc, 
and the Swedish krone fell pre- 
cipitously by 43.2, 35.1, and 43 
per cent, respectively. 

In the second place, the mone- 
tary situation within the Euro- 
pean Payment Union (EPU) is 
that there is an evident trend 
for polarization between sur- 
plus and deficit countries. 

For instance, West Germany’s 
net cumulative surplus has 
reached 3,783 million dollars be- 
tween the official start of the 
EPU in July 1950 and the end 
of August this year, 

As against this, Britain and 
France accumulated net deficits 
amounting to 2,224 and 1,005 
million dollars, respectively, in 
the same period. 

Tendency to Hoard 

Thirdly, there is a marked 
tendency of gold and foreign 
currencies being hoarded by 
certain countries and of the 
majority of countries suffering 


‘from an acute dollar gap. 


In the 20-month period from 
the end of 1955 to the end of 
this August, the United States 
increased its gold reserves by 
1,300 million dollars, while 
West Germany accumulated 
gold and foreign currency re- 
serves by 1,400 million dollars. 

In sharp contrast to these 
countries, France’s foreign cur- 
rency holdings dipped by 1,500 
million dollars in the same 
period, while both India and 
Japan lost sizable amounts of 
their foreign currency reserves, 

Of the three conditions cited 
above, on which arguments for 
a need to readjust currencies 
are based, the first is attribut- 
able to the difference in the de- 
gree of inflation prevalent since 
1950 in various countries of 
the world, 

Inflation, causing higher pro- 
duction costs and frustrating all 
efforts to expand exports, ulti- 
mately results in a deteriora- 
tion of the trade balance, 

The second and the third con- 
ditions are due to imbalance in 
the trade balance, 

Ways of Redressing 

An imbalance in the trade 
balance may be redressed by 
reducing gold and foreign cur- 
rency reserves, obtaining cre- 
dits from foreign countries, or 
by temporarily restricting im- 
ports, in case it is of a tem- 
porary nature, such as was 
caused by the Suez crisis, or 
in case it is caused by a cir- 
culation factor, such as a need 
to replenish inventories, 

However, in case the imbal- 
ance is not due to temporary 
factors but is structural in na- 
ture, it should be countered first 
of all by a deflationary policy 
aimed to put a curb on exces- 
sive demand, 

But, there is a limit to a de- 
flationary policy. If it is car-

paper said that it was essential 
for the ruling party to take the 
initiative in formulating an anti- 
corruption law in order to re- 
gain people’s confidence in par- 
liamentary politics.

ried too far, social tensions will 
be intensified as a result of 
increased unemployment and 


financial collapses of enter- 
prises. 
Then, the only alternative 


that can be resorted to in im- 
proving the trade balance is 
a “currency devaluation.” 

It should be remembered, 
however, that devaluation can 
bring the desired: effects only 
when there is a clear prospect 
that it would diminish imports 
and increase exports, 

It is questionable whether 
proponents of a readjustment 
of currency values are basing 
their arguments on such a per- 
spective. 

This question will probably 
be discussed at the annual meet- 
ing of the International Mone- 
tary Fund scheduled to open 
on Sept. 23. It is reported that 
the IMF will issue a statement 
denying the need to readjust 
currency values at the present 
stage. 

Now that the franc has been 
virtually devaluated, the mark 
and the pound are given special 
attention as objects of readjust- 
ment. Even if the question is 
not taken up by the IMF, it will 
be brought before a board meet- 
ing of the OEEC scheduled in 
mid-October, 

For, as the ECE points out in 
its “Economic Survey . of 
Europe 1956” (Chapter IV, 
P. 29), “in dealing with a funda- 
mental lack of balance in inter- 
national payments, _— surplus 
countries as well as_ deficit 
countries may have to be pre- 
pared to contribute, as ap- 
propriate, to any necessary 
adjustment of relative  ex- 
change rates,” particularly at 
the time when the European 
Common Market is scheduled to 
be started in the near future. 

Concerted Readjusting 

Most economic analysts are 
agreed that in case an adjust- 
ment is made in Europe, it 
will not be an upward revalua- 
tion of the mark or a devalua- 
tion of the pound but a -:on- 
certed readjustment of Euro- 
pean currency exchange rates. 

It is alinost certain that the 
Western European’ countries 
will resort to the method of in- 
creasing the fluctuation allow- 
ance of 0.75 per cent, currently 
applied to multilateral arbitrage 
transactions among 11 West 
European countries, to 3-5 per 
cent, 

In that case, these countries 
will be able to achieve the vir- 
tual effects of upward revalua- 
tion or devaluation, without 
changing the present parities 

Japan will feel the impact of 
European currency revaluations 
most keenly when Britain has 
carried out a virtual devaluation 
of the pound. 

At present, the yen is linked 
up with the dollar at an ex- 
change rate of ¥360 to a dollar, 
and its rate to the pound is 
based on the pound-dollar cross 
rate. 

Therefore, a devaluation of the 
pound would raise the quotation 
of the yen as against the pound 
and make it difficult for Japan 
to export goods to the pound 
sterling area, 

Relation to Yen 

If the yen had to be adjusted 
in order to cope with such a 
situation, there are three ways 
that may suit the purpose. 

The first is to switch the link 
from the dollar to the pound 
and set the rate at ¥1,008 to 
one pound. In this case, a 
devaluation of the pound would 
not affect the yen exchange 
rate to the pound, but will 
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lower its exchange rate to the 
dollar. 

A second is to lower the ex- 
change rate to ¥400 to one 
dollar, while linking the yen 
with the dollar. This means 
that while the quotation of the 
yen is lowered as against the 
dollar, Japan’s exports to the 
pound sterling area will not be 
affected even by a devaluation 
of the pound, so long as the 
pound devaluation is less than 
that of the yen. 

A third course is to institute 
a fluctuation allowance for the 
yen rate to the dollar, while 
keeping intact the present ex- 
change rate in principle and 
the linking with the dollar. . 

In that case, the quotation of 
the yen will fall to the lowest 
bottom of the allowance limit. 
In case the decline in the value 
of the yen is equal or more 
than a dip in the value of the 
pound, Japan’s exports to the 
pound sterling area will not be 
affected, 


Devaluation Measure 

However, all the three courses 
mentioned above are no more 
than a devaluation of the yen. 
The question naturally arises: 
Will such a devaluation bring 
about any positive’ results to 
the Japanese economy? 

According to Japan’s trade 
composition in the first half of 
this year, Japan took 54 per cent 
of the total imports from the 
dollar area and 37 per cent from 
the pound sterling area, while 
its shipments to the dollar area 
amounted to 46 per cent and 
those to the pound area 40 per 
cent of the total exports, 

These figures show the rela- 
tive importance of the dollar 
over the pound area in Japan's 
overseas trade. 

Since 72 per cent of the total 
imports consist of raw materials 
and semiprocessed materials, 
flexibility in demand for imports 
is naturally limited. Further, 
the rate of net foreign currency 
receipts feom exports stands at 
82 per cent. 

Effect on Imports 

In view of all this, a devalua- 
tion of the yen will not have the 
effect of measurably reducing 
imports but, on the contrary, 
may increase imports, so long 
as a radical switchover of the 
import sources from the dollar 
to the pound sterling area is 
made. And raised prices of im- 
ported materials will only serve 
to boost the production costs of 
goods for export. 

It appears superficially that a 
lowered quotation of the yen to 
the dollar will help Japan ex- 
pand its exports to the dollar 
area. 

It should be recalled in this 
connection that the United 
States, leveling a charge of 
dumping against the present ex- 
port price levels of Japanese 
goods, is taking measures to 
restrict Japanese imports. 

Under these circumstances, 
there is little ‘possibility that 
Japan’s export to that country 
will be tangibly boosted. Or, 
rather we should be prepared 
for a decline in the over-all 
amount of Japanese exports to 
the United States in the future. 

It seems to be clear even from 
this single fact that a devalua- 
tion of the yen would not con- 
tribute greatly to the improve- 
ment of Japan’s trade balance. 

After all, it appears to me that 
in the event of a devaluation of 
the pound there is nothing left 
for Japan but to maintain the 
present exchange rate and sys- 
tem and cultivate its economic 
strength so that it may effective- 
ly counter it.

Secret of Sun’s Heat

NEW YORK — Astronomers 
are finding indications that the 
sun sometimes gets lazy, with 
relatively sharp cuts in its out 
put of heat. 

This finding, not yet confirm- 
ed, could have important effects 
on climate and weather, An old 
theory holds that ice ages came 
when the sun became lazy and 
cool for long periods. 

The sun’s radiation is general- 
ly thought to be very steady, 
never varying by more than 
three-tenths of one pér cent day 
after day, year after year. 

But now there are indications 
that its heat output can drop 
nine-tenths of one per cent— 
three times as much—for a per- 
iod of a few days. 

Measurements by Dr. E, C. 
Slipher and associates of Lowell 
Observatory, Flagstaff, Ariz., 
indicate this bigger, unexpected 
variation, said Dr. Walter Orr 
Roberts, director of the High 
Altitude Observatory at Boulder, 
Colo. 

Dr. Roberts said _ scientists 
had received informal reports 
of the Slipher measurements 
suggesting a drop of this degree 
very recently, 

Speaking at a symposium on 
the International Geophysical 
Year (IGY), Dr. Roberts cited 
this as an example of worldwide 
IGY efforts to determine secrets 
of the sun and its many effects 
upon our planet. 

Why the sun should vary the 
bath of heat it sends to earth 
is not yet known. 

Dr. Slipher measures the sun’s 
radiation by comparing the 
brightness of the planets Nep- 
tune and Uranus with stars of 
equal brightness. Any dimming 
in the brightness of the planets 
means they are receiving less 
light and radiation from the 


sun. 

Nine leading IGY scientists re- 
viewed IGY progress at the 
meeting sponsored by the Amer- 
ican Museum-Hayden Planeta- 
rium, 

IGY studies could help answer 
the question of whether A-bomb 
and H-bomb fallout is really a 
threat to human health, said Dr. 
Farrington Daniels, prominent 
University of Wisconsin chem- 
ist. More stations can make 
more measurements of how 
much radioactive “dust” has 
fallen to earth and entered the 
sea, soil and living things. 

Some radioactive atoms re- 
leased into the air are perform- 
ing a helpful service, he said. 
Since they can be traced, they’re 
yielding information about wind 
currents, and how fast ocean 
waters, lakes and ground waters 
mix. 

He said chemical techniques 
during IGY could: 

Help determine whether the 
earth is warming up from re- 
lease of huge araounts of carbon 
dioxide into the air from burn- 
ing of fuels. 

From ocean bottom samples, 
learn whether oil deposits are 
still forming, and how. 

Determine whether and 
where the sun’s heat could be 
used economically to cook food, 
heat or cool homes, turn salt 
water to fresh, generate elec- 
tricity or run some village in- 
dustries. 

Estimate how long the Antarc- 
tic continent has slept under a 
thick blanket of ice, This can 
be done by analyzing a peculiar 
glow that comes from electrons 
trapped inside rocks. Cold rocks 
wouid not have lost as much po- 
tential for the glow as warm 
ones would over periods of hun- 
dreds or thousands of years.

Bowls to Lend 


It has been customary in 
Japan to hold drinking and 
feasting parties at home on all 
festive occasions, marriages, 
funerals, memorial gatherings, 
or special days of importance, 
inviting relatives and neigh- 


bors. Thus most families have 
alw:ys kept bowls, plates, 
trays and other utensils for 
many persons, sometimes 
enough for 100 or more 
guests. ; 


When a family does not have 
sufficient utensils, they must be 
borrowed from another. In 
many districts, thus, there de- 
veloped a custom of having 
community sets of table uten- 
sils to be loaned to families not 
possessing them for such occa- 
sions. 

In connection with this cus- 
tom, the tale of kKashi-wan 
(bowls to lend) is told in many 
regions ... which required uten- 
sils are mysteriously supplied. 

In tae village of Ryukakuji, 
not far from Narita in Chiba 
Prefecture, there is a cave 
which is said to have loaned 
bowls and other utensils if no- 
tice was given a day ahead. 
But once a_ person failed 
to return them, and ever since 
the cave stopped lending while 
at the same time the whole 
village Jost its prosperity, it is 
said. ‘ 

At the Hachiman Shrine of 
Sekimoto in Ibaraki Prefecture, 
there is a cave by the stone 
steps, where once lived a 
strange person. When anybody 
needing table utensils told him 
how many bowls, dishes and 
trays he wanted on a certain 
day, the exact number of the 
desired ware was placed next 
day by the cave. Here too the 
lending stopped when someone 
failed to return the articles. 

At the Chonenji Temple, near 
Takasaki City, Gumma Prefec- 
ture there is a well which is 
said to be bottomless and reach 
Ryugu (palace of the dragon 
king). If one wrote a letter 
mentioning the number of 
things he wanted to borrow 
and dropped it into the well, 
the dragon king placed the de- 
sired things by the well, it is 
said. I!ere too, one borrower 
broke a dish, and that angered 
the dragon king so much that 
no letter of request brought out 
any utensils any more. 

Similar tales are told in many 
Kanto districts but it is to be 
noted that most of them are 
told in districts near a river, and 
it is the dragon king or river 
monsters who lend out bowls 
and dishes.

Gazing Into the 


Crystal Glass 


Sogo has devoted most of its 
October issue to a look at Japan 
and the world as they will be 
in 1960. The picture is on the 
whole a complacent one. The 
prophets do not look forward 
to disasters and upheavals. 
Rather they see 1960 as very 
much like 1957 only a little 
more so, with the consumer con- 
suming more voraciously, the 
United States still “hysterical” 
about communism, and all the 
baseball heroes three years 
older. 


A researcher from the Asahi 
Shimbun opens the discussion 
with a long and detailed exami- 
nation of “your life” in 1960. 
There will be more electric gad- 
gets and more synthetic fibers. 
Unbalances in the national diet 
will be redressed, there will be 
seats for everyone on express 
trains but not commuters’ trains, 
The one dark spot is housing. 
It is predicted that in 1960 
the housing shortage will still 
run to upward of two million 
units. 


A round-table discussion on 
politics concludes that Kishi is 
very likely to be Prime Min- 
iste> in 1960. Possible alterna- 
tives are Messrs. Kono, Miki, 
and Ikeda, with Eisaku Sato 
added as a sort of after thought. 
The Foreign Minister, Fujiyama, 
is thought to have ambitions, 
as is Ozinobu Kaya, who how- 
ever is out of the running. 
Messrs. Ishida, Nakasone, and 
Kawasaki are among the young- 
er conservative politicians who 
are given promising futures. AS 
for the Socialists, their pros- 
pects are not bright. “They tell 
us that they will be in power 
within three or four years,” 
says Nvriharu Wada of the 
Asahi, “but they are really 
thinking of five or six years. 
Indeed they are probably re- 
signed to waiting 10 years un- 
less they play their cards well.” 
Wada foresees trouble for the 
Socialists if the Communists 
move to the right and try to 
take over the labor movement. 


Yoshie Suzuki, a_ political 
commentator, tells us who will 
be in the Diet after the next 
election: 280 Liberal-Democrats, 
170 + Socialist, and at most 
four Communists (two fairly 
sure seats from Osaka, a pos- 
sible third from Osaka, an@ a 
possibility from Kyoto). Asa- 
numa, the secretary general of 
the Socialist Party, is quoted as 
predicting that his party will 
take 180 to 190 seats in the 
next election and a majority in 
the election after that. 


Mitsuo Hoshino tells us that 
there will be no important struc- 
tural changes in local govern- 
ment by 1960, but that the cen- 
tral government will continue 
to encroach through its power 
to subsidize. Hoshino issues a 
sharp warning to conservative 
politicians who may have 
thoughts of meddling with the 
structure itself. One result of 
the recent program to amalga- 
mate villages and towns, he 
points out, was a sizable gain 
for the Communists on town 
and village councils. 


The “Prosperity Forecast” is 
the product of joint research by 
the staff of the Oriental Eco- 
nomist. The economy will con- 
tinue to expand, we learn, and 
the expansion will rest on four 
main supports: a shift toward 
heavy industry; automation; in- 
creased productivity; and a 
growing demand for durable 
goods. 

To the layman the argument 
presently begins to sound a little 
circular (the economy is ex- 
panding because of an expant- 
ing economy), and the authors 
rather shy away from a very 
impo-ctant problem, internation- 
al payments—which problem, 
however, is discussed by Hisao 
Kanamori of the Economic 
Planning Board. 


Kanamori computes a 1960 
balance of payments to cover 
a 5 per cent annual increase 
in »er capita income. Visible 
exports will fall short by half 
a billion dollars of covering vis!- 
ble and invisible imports, and 
“special procurement” (Ameri- 
can aid, direct and indirect) 
must heip cover the deficit. As 
a matter of fact special pro- 
curement must more than make 
up the deficit, since there will 
continue to be an unfavorabie 
balance of trade with North 
America and hence a demand 
for dollars not to be earned by 
trade with Asia. 


Among the “mass communi- 


cation” media, television will 
grow at the expense of radio 
and the movies; but journalists 
and their hangers on (such as 
magazine reviewers) wilh find 
comfort in the prediction that 
newspapers have more to gain 
than to lose from television. 
The monthly magazines also 
have a rosy future, for the pub- 
lic will soon tire of the weekly 
scandal sheets so popular at 
the moment, 


In international affairs, as we 
have seen, Americans will be 
hysterically anti-Communist. 
They will also be adamant in 
their refusal to amend the Sec- 
urity Treaty. 
Okada, who is now in New 
York, finds that the roots, of 
the trouble lie deep: American 
culture has reached an impasse, 
and must look to Asia for salva- 
tion. Other countries have bet- 
ter futures. There will be more 
local autonomy in the Soviet 
Union, there will be industry 
in the New China, there will 
be victories for the Five Peace 
Principles elsewhere in Asia. 

The baseball forecast is dis- 
tressing. Kawakami will be an 
old man by 1960, and the Yomi- 
uri Giants have not come up 
with anyone to replace him.

Atrocities Against N egroes 


To the ¢Editor: 

I am wearying, as I am sure 
many others are too, of all this 
nonsense in your editorial col- 
umns concerning the condemna- 
tion of the Soviet Union for 
the atrocities committed in sup- 
pressing the Hungarian revolt 
against Communist domination 
which took place last year. 


The details of this rape of 
human dignity and freedom 
were disturbing to all decent 
peoples everywhere; however, 
these acts should not have (and 
l am sure did not) come as a 
surprise to members of non- 
Communist nations, particularly 
to citizens of the United States 
for wherever commurism is 
mentioned in government cir- 
cles or in connection with gov- 
ernment service it is always as- 
sociated with the word “violent” 
as In the phrase “violent over- 
throw ot the U.S. Government.” 

I wonder, however, if a toll 
were taken of the atrocities 
committed against Negroes in 


America since the Hungarian 


revolt of last year, catalogued 
and published on the front page 
of every English language news- 
paper with the same type Cap- 
tions given the Hungarian in- 
cident and those of a similar 
nature which have followed, it 
the Soviet Union and indeed the 
so-called freedom loving nations 
which signed its condemnation 
resolution would nut have cause 
to ponder that some one in the 
United Nations should irtroduce 
a resolution condemning the 
United States for failing to 
grant to all its citizens the guar- 
antees of the Constitution of the 
United States and the protection 
of her courts with equal justice 
for all, 


Morality is universal. It is 
not Jimited to geographical or 
national or ethnical circums- 
cription. The Hungarian in- 
nocents who perished ft the 
hands of the Russians were no 
less moral or mortal than the 
helpless Egyptian children who 
died at the hands of British 
bayonets and whose homes and 
lives were disrupted by the fore- 
runners of the naval task force 
Her Majesty’s Government so 
speedily dispatchec from South- 
ampton hell-bent on “conquer- 
ing” the Egyptians, 


Nor is it more important that 
“Hungary's sad situation will 
not be allowed to drop graduai- 
ly out of the sight of the rest of 
the world” than the spectacle of 
the nine Negro students . at- 
tempting to obey an edict of the 
Supreme Court being turned 
away from fulfilling that edict 
by armed guards of a state mil- 
itia called out in defiance of that 
edict by the governor of a sover- 
eign state of the world’s leading 
democracy and champion of the 
rights of man, 


If one believes in justice (and 
is opposed to injustice) then he 
must believe in it for all men— 
not for just a few nor as a Mat- 
ter of political or economic con- 
venience,
